Direction was given to staff to provide Council with: a copy of the survey used to poll 

citizens on support for expanded services and the detailed comments; the numbers that 

correspond to the percentages listed in the presentation; the results of both the on-line 

survey and the virtual town hall survey; the cost project for a 3-year implementation 

schedule; a cash-flow chart that details cost versus revenue for the expanded services.

Direction was given to staff to provide Council with: list of additional services and the 

priority of those services if the department received the 8.3 million for FY17; a list of 

programs that were funded in FY16 as one-time costs but were estimated to multi-year 

programs; when possible provide the data included in the presentation separated for Austin 

only and not Austin/Travis County; funding for social services by Travis County; more 

details on the statistics provided by district; how many additional case managers are needed 

to meet the department’s 30% goal for the number of homeless individuals who are 

assigned a case manager.
